XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. 8. Watt.) 
WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of January, February, and March, 1939. 


January.—The weather in January was more than usually eventful, and the noteworthy 
meteorological events of the period included a severe cyclonic storm on the North-West Coast, 
the most widespread and beneficial rainfall in recent years in extensive pastoral areas between 
the North-West Coast and the Southern Goldfields, a heat-wave in the inland sub-tropics and 
the south-western tropics, severe flood and storm damage at a considerable number of places, 
‘ south-easterly gales off the South Coast and a remarkable scarcity of normally high summer tem- 
peratures on the West and South-West Coasts. 


In the various districts as a whole the heaviest rains occurred in the DeGrey Division, where 
the average totals amounted to 806 points. Other substantial average falls were 558 points in 
the West Kimberley, 491 points in the North Kimberley, 434 points in the South-East, 340 points 
in the Wiluna District and 309 points on the South Coast. In comparison with the normals, how- 
ever, the principal abnormalities were in the South-Eastern Division, where rainfall was 589 per 
cent. in excess of the normal and in the South Coastal and South Central Divisions, where the 
surpluses amounted to 433 per cent. and 372 per cent. respectively. Surpluses, mostly considerable 
in amount, were reported from all districts, except the North and East Kimberley, the West Gas- 
coyne and the North Central Division. The deficit in the North Central District was inconsiderable 
but the West Gascoyne and the East Kimberley rains were respectively 77 per cent. and 63 per 
cent. less than is usual in January. 


The month commenced with a series of high temperatures in the tropics and the northern 
sub-tropics. Meanwhile cool to’ moderate temperatures prevailed on most days on the West and 
South-West Coasts. Several deaths were attributed to the inland heat-wave, more particularly 
in the Mt. Magnet region. The most remarkable series of high temperatures was reported from 
Winning Pool, where, after four successive very high registrations on the last days of the previous 
month, the following series of high temperatures was registered :—Ist January, 110 deg. ; 2nd, 
114 deg.; 3rd, 113 deg.; 4th, 117 deg.; 5th, 117 deg.; 6th, 119 deg. ; 7th, 115 deg. ; 8th, 
112 deg.; 9th, 116 deg.; LOth, 114 deg. ; 11th, 108 deg. 


By 9th January cloudiness and thunderstorms had reduced the heat-wave area in the northern 
tropics but high temperatures had extended to the Southern Goldfields, Southern Cross reporting 
107 deg. Later the heat-wave was ended by the further extension of cloud and rain and by a cyclonic 
disturbance on the North-West Coast. At first this disturbance was most severe near Cape Leveque 
on the 9th January, the m.v. ‘ Koolama.” experiencing tremendously high seas, winds of hurricane 
violence and severe rain storms. On the 11th January, however, the disturbance attained its 
maximum intensity at Port Hedland, where the wind reached a velocity estimated at 80 miles 
an hour, torrential rains fell and a phenomenally high sea and tide were experienced. The sea 
invaded Port Hedland and destroyed many houses, the damage being variously estimated at 
between £75,000 and £100,000. All communication with the town was rendered impossible for 
several days, but fortunately no loss of life attended the disturbance. 


Moving slowly south-eastwards the depression lost most of its cyclonic intensity, except as 
regards some severe local storms, but remained highly rain-productive and produced mostly heavy 
rain over a wide belt of territory extending from the North-West Coast and the Northern Tropics 
to the Southern Goldfields and portion of the territory further south. At many places on the 
goldfields torrential rains, accompanied by strong winds, were associated with severe flood damage. 
At Kalgoorlie about the 12th to the 14th January unprecedented flood and storm damage occurred, 
the estimated loss being stated to be about £200,000. Severe storms occurred also at Wiluna 
about the same time and isolated storm damage was reported from many places. Serious washa- 
ways were reported on the 13th January between Meekatharra and Wiluna and on the Kast-West 
line and the Kalgoorlie to Perth line washaways interrupted train services about the same time. 


The passing of the tropical disturbance was followed by some isolated rains on the Goldfields 
and between the 19th and 23rd January by a strong and persistent inflow of south-easterly winds 
which caused remarkable rains on the South Coast and in the South Central and South-Hastern 
Divisions. A feature of this disturbance was the frequency of falls with a high rate of intensity 
and also the prevalence of thunder and, in parts, hail. At Kojonup a cloudburst was responsible 
for a fall of more than three inches of rain in about three hours and serious flooding resulted. Minor 
cloudbursts were reported also from many places in the South-West and South. Severe hail 
damage to the fruit crops was reported from Bridgetown and floods at Albany were reported to 
have destroyed a large portion of the potato crops. From the 20th to 22nd January strong south- 
easterly winds with rough to high seas prevailed from the far South Coast to the Western Bight 
and east-bound shipping was delayed.

The storm system responsible for the heavy rains and severe storms in the southern districts 
consisted of a strong inflow of cold air from an anti-cyclone in the Bight. Southerly winds during 
most of the period were responsible for a marked scarcity of normal Summer temperatures on the 
West and South-West Coasts, and in Perth maximum temperatures were below the month’s normal 
(84:7 deg.) on 26 days and minimum temperatures were below the month’s normal (63-3 deg.) 
on 23 days. The mean maximum temperature, 79-4 deg., and the number of days on which the 
temperature of 90 deg. was exceeded (2) were the lowest ever recorded in Perth in January. The 
mean minimum temperature (60-1 deg.) has not been so low since 1905 and is within one-tenth 
of a degree of the all time low record (60-0 deg.). The maximum registration on the 19th January, 
67-5 deg., was the lowest ever recorded in Perth in January. Extremes of temperature in the 
city were 97-8 deg. on 27th January and 51-4 deg. on 19th and 20th January. Rainfall in Perth 
occurred on 5 days and aggregated 68 points, as compared with the January normal of 33 points.

February.—The outstanding features of the month’s weather were the unseasonably heavy 
rains which occurred in the agricultural areas of the State about the middle of the month, and 
the occurrence in the West Gascoyne Division of the best rains received there since May, 1937. 
Other noteworthy features of the month’s weather included the passage along the Kimberley 
and the North-West Coasts of a cyclonic depression which, for most of the time, was of only moder- 
ate intensity, but which caused storm conditions at Onslow on 12th February, the absence of the 
normal frequency of high temperatures in the Tropics, and a sudden rise in temperatures on portion 
of the South Coast, where Esperance on 12th February recorded a registration of 111-4 deg.—the 
highest temperature ever recorded there in any February. 


The unusual character of the rains in the agricultural areas was most pronounced in the North 
Central Division, where the surplus (as compared with the February normal rainfall) amounted 
to 604 per cent.. In the remaining divisions of the South-West of the State the corresponding 
surpluses were as follows :—

Beyond the agricultural regions, rainfall in the sub-tropics was very variable, surpluses being 
recorded in portion of the South-Eastern Division, while a substantial deficit was reported from 
the Eucla Division, and the Wiluna District experienced a rainless period. 


Fair, but subnormal rains were registered in the East Gascoyne and DeGrey Divisions and 
the Fortescue Division recorded surpluses in the Onslow to Mardie region and considerable deficits 
elsewhere. Rains substantially in excess of the normal fell in the North and East Kimberley 
Divisions and Wyndham recorded a total of 902 points for the month as compared with the February 
normal of 599 points, Turkey Creek 1,270 points (normal 673 points) and Hall’s Creek 1,602 points 
(normal 432 points). 

The month commenced with anti-cyclones traversing the southern districts and following 
latitudes rather more northerly than is usual in February, thus threatening to hamper the south- 
ward penetration of tropical depressions and causing north-easterly winds with high temperatures 
in the sub-tropics as the western sectors of these highs passed across the southern districts. 


Tropical rainstorm activity, however, revived strongly about 8th February, when a cyclonic 
centre appeared off the Kimberley Coast and a tropical depression extended over most of the 
State. The rain accompanying this disturbance gradually traversed first the Northern Tropics 
and later followed the coastal divisions southwards, and by 15th February had caused fairly heavy 
rains over most of the western sub-tropics. As regards the pastoral position in the sub-tropics 
the value of these rains is problematical, as much depends upon whether the new pastoral growth 
is maintained by further rains or is damaged by heat-wave occurrences. The centre of the dis- 
turbance caused some rough weather near Onslow on 12th February, but later passed out to sea 
and lost intensity. 
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A second large tropical depression covered the western half of the State on 20th and 21st 
February, but produced rain over only a rather limited area between the North-West Coast and 
the vicinity of Esperance. It was, however, attended by numerous thunderstorms and some 
local blows with a few heavy downpours. 


The last few days of the month were characterised by anti-cyclonic influences which built up 
over our sub-tropical divisions. Fine weather prevailed throughout the State after the 25th, 
except for thunderstorms in the North and East Kimberleys which caused heavy falls ranging 
up to 501 points at Hall’s Creek on the 27th. 


The month’s temperatures were at most places below normal, more particularly in the Tropics 
and on nine days Marble Bar failed to record 100 deg. The highest registration for the month 
was 117 deg. at Winning Pool on 7th February. 


In Perth the extremes of temperature were 104-9 deg. on 11th and 56-9 deg. on Ist. Maxi- 
mum temperatures exceeded the month’s normal (84-9 deg.) on 15 days, and minimum tempera- 
tures fell below the month’s normal (63-4 deg.) on 12 days. The mean maximum temperature and 
the mean minimum temperature for the month were 86-4 deg. and 63-7 deg. respectively. Rainfall 
occurred in the city on 6 days and amounted to 114 points.

March.—The rainfall in Western Australia in March was much below normal over nearly all 
the State, and the total registrations in the agricultural areas were almost negligible. 


A rainless month was experienced in the western half of the West Gascoyne Division ; at a 
considerable number of places in the northern and north-eastern wheatbelt, and in parts of the 
Central Coastal and Central Southern Divisions. Over the wheatbelt as a whole the average 
total rainfall for the month was less than 5 points, and the highest individual totals in the principal 
wheatgrowing divisions were respectively 32 points at Three Springs (North Coast); 20 points 
at Bencubbin (North Central) and 43 points at Jarramongup (South Central). 


The Central Coast, with an average fall of only 4 points fared as badly as the wheat-growing 
districts, and Perth, with a total fall of only 7 points experienced the driest March since 1914. 


On the South Coast the rainfall was 72 per cent. below normal, and the registrations exceeded 
50 points in only a narrow belt extending from the vicinity of Pemberton to Mt. Barker, Albany, 
Hopetoun and Esperance. 


Some moderate to heavy rains occurred on the Northern Goldfields, but totals exceeding the 
month’s normal were reported from only small areas (more particularly from Meekatharra to 
Wiluna, and near Lawlers) but elsewhere on the Northern and the Coolgardie Goldfields and in 
the south-east of the State the rainfall shortages were substantial. 


In the Tropics conditions varied greatly, a considerable rain surplus being reported from 
the Fortescue Division and in the vicinity of Roy Hill in the DeGrey, while the rainfall approxi- 
mated to the normal in the North Kimberley District, but a substantial rainfall shortage was 
reported from the East and West Kimberleys, and from most of the DeGrey Division. 


The abnormal absence of rain in nearly all the western sub-tropics was related to the weakness 
of the month’s southern depressions which at this time of the year are usually the principal source 
of rainfall in the South-West of the State. In the month under review the southern lows scarcely 
attained even a, mid-summer degree of rain productivity. The failure of these rainstorms was 
associated with some anti-cyclonic formations of unusual size and intensity, and which moved 
very slowly across the State. Tropical depressions were, however, rather more than normally 
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frequent and extensive, and several times penetrated deeply into the sub-tropics. In the northern 
parts of the State some fairly good rains resulted from these disturbances, but in the south the 
absence of co-operation by southern depressions lessened the southward flow of moist tropical 
air, and reduced rain productivity accordingly. 


At times the existence for considerable periods of tropical low barometric pressure near the 
West Coast, and of high barometric pressure to the East and South-East of the State caused a per- 
sistent flow of north-easterly winds with attendant high temperatures in the western sub-tropics. 
This type of weather was most predominant on 24th March, when a minor heat-wave extended 
to the South-Coast, Manjimup recording a temperature of 91 deg. and Albany 88 deg., while Perth 
recorded 99 deg.—the highest March registration in the city since 1936. 


March temperatures in the tropics mostly showed a reduction as compared with those of the 
previous month, but readings exceeding 100 deg. were fairly numerous and 109 deg. were recorded 
at Winning Pool on the 5th and 19th March. 


In Perth the mean maximum temperature (84 deg.) exceeded the normal by 2-6 deg., while 
the mean minimum temperature (61-1 deg.) was 0:4 deg. below normal. The extremes of tem- 
perature in the city were 52 deg. on 4th March, and 99 deg. on 24th March.
